Startling Report from the Plains. 

A letter dated Pacific City, Iowa, (a point on 
the Missouri river, opposite Plattsmotb, X. T. t 
written on Monday last, the 16th, and received 
iu this city yesterday, reports two terrible col- 
lisions on the plains, in the neighborhood of 
O'Fallon’s Bluffs, between some half starved re- 
turning Pike’s Peake rs and two outward bound 
emigrant trains, the one in charge of the well 
known Mr. D. C. Oaks and the other of the banker, 
Mr. L. Nuckolls. 

The train of Oaks and company were most 
fiercely attacked by the gangs of cfesperate and 
starved emigrants, and was finally captured, and 
the wagons after being rifled of their contents 
were burned. In the fight Mr. Oaks was killed. 

The company under ilr. Nuckolls was also 
fiercely assailed and driven away from their 
wagons. In the melee Mr. Griffiths, the newly 
appointed Postmaster of Auraria, who was then 
on his way out to take charge of his office, fell 
into the hands of the desperadoes and was hung. 

The letter also mentions that the returning 
emigrants are arriving at Pacific City daily by 
scores, in the most deplorable condition of want 
and starvation, and exceedingly desperate and 
enraged at the Missouri river towns for the decep- 
tions, which they assert, have been practised 
upon them. — St. Louie Democrat 23 d met. 



^ Death of Da. Lardnkr. — The late news from 
Europe brings intelligence of the death of Dr. 
Dionysius Lardner, whose name is familiar to the 
public through his works, and who will be person 
ally remembered by those who made his acquain- 
tance during his visit to this country. 

Dr. Lardner was born in Wexford, Ireland, on 
the 23d of February, 1790. An incident during 
his boyhood, which prevented him from indulging 
in the usual athletic sports of which youths are 
generally so fond, was the means of turning his 
attention to literary and scientific pursuits. On 
his recovery he entered Trinitv College, Dublin, 
and graduated with honors. About this time he 
married Miss Cecilia Flood, an Irish heiress, from 
whom he was subsequently divorced. He took 
holy orders, and was tor a short period chaplain 
to the college ; but afterwards devoting himself 
to scientific pursuits, he soon dropped the “Rev ” 
prehx to his name. In 1827 he was elected Pro- 
fessor of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy iu 
the London University, but did not retain the po- 
sition, and tor the next ten or twelve years devo- 
ted himself to the publication of the Cabinet Cy- 
clopedia, and to contributing to the various 
periodicals of the day. 

Iu 1840 Dr. L irdntr came to this country, and 
after visiting Philadelphia, in 1941, delivered a 
series of popular lectures on scientific subject at 
the old Clinton Hall, and subsequently at Niblo’s, 
in this city. These lectures were remarkably suc- 
cessful, and were redelivered in the principal 
towns of the L oiled States. In 1345 Dr. Lardner 
returned to Europe, and has since resided at 
Paris. 

As a scientific writer, Dr. Lardner was labori- 
ous and painstaking, and without offering any 
very novel or original theories, was a successful 
expositor and compiler. 

The private and social life of Dr. Lardner doe 3 
not bear investigation. When he came to this 
country he was obliged to leave England on ac- 
count of his elopement with a Mrs. Ileavyside, at 
whose husband’s house he was visiting. He sub- 
sequently, on the death of Captain lleavyside, 
married this lady. 

The latest hobby of Dr. Lardner was the use of 
scientific instruments for the wholesale destruc- 
tion of human life during the coming war. He 
advocated the introduction of destructive chemi- 
cal agents in place of the rifle and cannon ; but 
whatever plans he may have loruned, or discove- 
ries he may have made, it is now impossible to 
say. Ha died in his sixty-ninth year. — Si. T. Pott.
